is growing more enthusiastic, 
and 
many opinions are voiced

streets and in business houses. An av­ 
erage struck between these opinions 
Would probably place the population at 
lomewhere between 10,000 and 11,000.

population of Xenia?” resulted in as 
many varied figures as there

There were 10,903 people here and City 
Auditor G. Hivling Stokes estimated 
the total at 10,225.

“They know where they are.” 
“The doctors at. Fond Du Lac ex­ 
amined Mrs. Duffles a year ago right 
after I made the injection of must­ 
ard into her bladder. 
William E. 
Perry was always urging Mrs. Duf­ 
fles to make a will. 
She said ‘no.’ 
My property is going where I want 
it to go.' ” 
By the death of Mrs. Duffles, Dr. 
Freudenberg and his wife came into 
control of the Duffles estate, valued 
at several hundred thousand dollars. 
“I will prove my innocence,” as­ 
serted the doctor. 
“It's all a ques­ 
tion of money. 
W illiam Perry owes 
the Duffles estate $25,000.” 
Exhufnation of the bodies of other 
members of the family probably will 
be made the last of this month. 


Columbus, Jan. 15. — The Crabbe 
, prohibition 
enforcement 
bill 
was 
passed in the house but without the 
emergency clause making it effective 
at once. 
If it passes the senate, as 
is expected, there will be a referen­ 
dum on it, it was declared by L. H. 
Gibson, manager of the Ohio Home 
Rule association. 
After action oq the measure Repub­ 
lican House Floor Leader Beetham 
announced he would introduce an­ 
other resolution ratifying the prohi­ 
bition amendment to the federal con­ 
stitution, which Ohio voters rejected 
by a few votes last November. 
Pros­ 
pects, therefore, are for referendums 
next November on five prohibition 
proposals, in addition to three suf­ 
frage measures. 
Vote on the Crabbe bill was 91 to 
23. 
That on the emergency clause 
was 73 to 93, 16 short of enough to 
carry. Before the rote was taken the 
bouse, with the consent of Crabbe, 
accepted an amendment by Lentz of 
Monroe striking out all administra­ 
tive provisions, leaving enforcement 
entirely up to local officials. 
Without a dissenting vote, the sen­ 
ate passed the Whittemore bill, draft­ 
ed and advocated by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Price, which compels all employ­ 
ers of five or more persons to come 
under the workmen’s compensation 
system or face receivership proceed* 
ings. Speedy passage in the house is 
looked for.

He has had opportunities to study conditions all over that contin­ 
ent through first-hand experience and inquiry—to say nothing of 
delegated investigation—which no other living man has ever ap­ 
proached. In Poland, in panic-ridden Vienna, in isolated Czecho­ 
slovakia, in stumbling Italy, wherever in the Old World they know 
hunger and shiver from exposure, they call on 
the 
name of 
“Hoover” and no one else for succor. 
And “Hoover” says that what Europe needs today is not to 
?o to the money-lenders but to work I 
This is very interesting in view of the fact that Sir George 
Paish, the noted British financial expert, is vesting this country 
just now in search of a three-year credit for Great Britain total­ 
ing $10,000,000,000 and that Viscount Grey was described by 
Heaist’s American the other day as having 
“touched” 
one 
Woodrow Wilson‘for a loan of thirteen billions. The fact that the 
said Woodrow Wilson could not assure him an American Govern­ 
ment loan of thirteen cents did not detract at all from the func­ 
tion with which this fable was launched. 
Sir George Paish, of 
course, speaks plainly enough, but speaks entirely for himself. 
The British Government is not asking that ten billions; and a 
part of the London press deny indignantly that any one there, 
is fool enough to believe that it could be got.—Public Ledger.

A night Company have about half i 
of the new electric lights provided 
for under the new contract recently 
signed by the city, installed. 
Tho lights offer 
signal 
advan­ 
tages over tho old form of arc light­ 
ing which has been in effect here for 
a number of yours, providing light i 
and longer service for a much cheap­ 
er rate. 
Under the old system there were 
147 arc lights in this city, at a cost 
annually of $61.92 apiece, or a lotal 
annual cost 
of 
$9,102.24. 
The 
-lights developed 37,750 candle pow­ 
er under tho old plan, and were 
operated on a 
“moonlight” 
basis, 
being lighted only 
in 
the 
dark 
of the moon, 
j 
Under the new system, there will 
I be 179 lights, the total cost of which 
will be $7,487.50. 
The new system 
will develop 44,550 candle power 
which Is 7,800#uoro than under the 
old arc light plan at a cost of $1,- 
C14.74, aud under the new plan the 
city is given all night service, every 
night, whether moonlight or not. 
According to City Manager Riddle, 
•had the old plan 
been all 
night 
service it would have cost $3,174.74 
more money than the new' system. 
Under the plan tho city is also 
given 32 mon' lights which is 21 per 
cent more than were used to light the 
city under the old contract. 
It is expected that tho workmen 
will have all the new lights installed 
within a few weeks.
